Several exemp- 
tions are provided in the case of 
those to whom a certain amount of 
foreign exchange is deemed neces- | 
sary to carry on normal business 
transactions, 

To strengthen the position of the 
board, some $250,000,000 of gold and 
foreign exchange of the Bank of 
Canada also will be purchased by 
the board as part of the transfer 
procedure 

To this end, the Dominion govern- 
ment is increasing the exchange 
Stabilization fund by about $325,- 
000,000 by the sale to the Bank of 
Canada of that amount of short- 
term Dominion securities which the 
bank has agreed to buy with the 
proceeds credited to the fund, 

The government has anticipated 
for some time that this board pol- 
icy would be adopted, it is under- 
stood, and no particular emerg- 
ency necessitated it at this time. 

The order-in-council will greatly 

strengthen the hand of the boar 
in .ts efforts to prevent flight of 
Canadian capital from Canada and 
to keep Canadian foreign exchange 
available for war purposes, 

SOME EXEMPTIONS 

Board officials today explained 
there were some exemptions to this 
general rule already provided and 


others may be made where the! 
order might cause hardships to per: | 
sons accustomed to keeping small 
balances in banks outside Canada. 

Foreign bank balances which 
are called in will be paid for in 
Canadian currency but at the pre- 
vailing rate of exchange so that 
Canadians’ funds held in the 
United States to the board will 
receive the official premium on 
their money. 

The n w order further extends 
the control of the board over for- 
eign exchange owned by Canadians, 

One exception is that persons 
having exchange, which may be in 
the form of credits with brokers in 
the United States or bank balances 
there, if it has accrued from the sale 
of foreign securities, may reinvest 
in foreign securities, but it must 
be done before May 31,

Examination of Mr. Horne was 
conducted by A. L. Smith, K.C., 
chief crown counsel, who will share 
the examination of the 34 witnesses 
which the crown proposes to call

Neill, Calgary, associate crown 
counsel], 
Objection was taken by Lionel 


Forsyth, K.C., chief defense counsel, 
against Mr, Wilson quoting law to 
the jury. Mr. Justice McGillivray 
ruled that matters of law should be 
outlined to the jury by the court. 


OUTLINES AGREEMENTS 


Resuming his address to the jury, 
H. J. Wilson, K.C., crown counsel, | 


outlined agreements reached at 
meetings of the Western Canada| 
Jobbers Association, and also at) 


national conventions of jobbers in| 
Montreal which were attended by | 
representatives of the manufactur- 
ers at which he alleged a combina- 
tion of manufacturers and jobbers | 
was created with the object of} 
maintaining price fixing and re- 
striction of channels through which | 
istribution of tobacco products can 
take place. 

He said evidence would be in- 
troduced to prove that through the 
operations of this combination the) 
consumers, during the period cov- 
ered by the charges, were deprived 
of the benefit of obtaining cigar- 
ettes at lower prices than one cent 
per cigarette; securing goods | 
through the tobacco trade previous | 
ly given as premiums in connection 
with tobacco products and dona- 
tions of cigarette papers, pine clean- 
ers, matches and other similar 
goods formerly supplied with to- 
bacco product purchases, 


MAINTAINED PRICES 

He concluded his two-hour ad- 
dress with the submission that the 
crown hoped to prove that the 
agreement between jobbers, manu- 
facturers and retailers of tobacco 
products resulted in a maintained 
fixation of prices, and that persons 
engaged in the tobacco trade were 
prevented from carrying on their 
business in such manner as they saw 
fit. 

The crown will contend that these 
restraints and restrictions were ex- 


cessive and oppressive, not only 
from the point of view of those en- 
gaged in the tobacco trade, but also, 
from the point of view of the gen- 
eral public.

1929 Meeting Is 
Origin Of Charges 


The charges against 35 manu- 
facturers, wholesalers and jobbers 
of operating an alleged “tobacco 
combine” arose out of a meeting 
of Alberta wholesalers and job- 
bers in June, 1929, at which an 
eight-point resolution was formu- 
lated which imposed restrictions 
on the manner in which tobacco 
and tobacco products were to be 
distributed in western Canada, H. 
J. Wilson, K.C., told jurymen 
during his opening address to the 
jury Tuesday afternoon. 

Prior to Mr. Wilson starting his 
address to the jury, Lionel Forsyth, 
K.C,, Montreal, objected to any 
documents being read in the ad- 
dress to which objection has been 
made at the preliminary hearing, 
He submitted these documents 
| Should be summarized, not read. 


SUFFER PREJUDICE 

Mr. Forsyth said that if these 
documents were not later proved 
the defendants might suffer preju- 
dice which might or might not be 
discovered or eradicated, 

Mr. Justice McGillivray ruled 
that insofar as documentary evi- 
dence refers to the case the crown 
has the right to attempt to sum- 
marize, 

Question of the hours during 
which the court will sit was 
brought to the attention of Mr Jus- 
tice McGillivray, it being suggested 
by counsel that appeal court hours 
rule. It was decided to consult the 
convenience of the jurors, and they 
stated that the hours from 10:30 a.m 
fo 12:30 p.m, and from 2 to 4 p.m 
would be most suitable 

Opening the case for the 
| crown, H. J. Wilson, K.C., refer- 
red briefly to the onerous re- 
sponsibility placed on crown and 
defence counsel and upon mem- 
bers of the jury. 

He warned jurors that this would 
| be a long case. That the evidence 
would be largely documentary 
| Some of it would be intricate and 
| difficult to follow. He referred to 
particulars given to the defendants 
by order of the court, copies of | 
which were given all jurors | 

These particulars contained brie! 
notes on each of the companies 
showing the dates of their incor- 


fecilities for manufacturing, sup-| 
plying or dealing in tobacco or to- 
bacco products; 
“Conspiring to unduly prevent, | 
limit or lessen the manufacture of | 
tobacco and tobacco products; | 
“Conspiring to unreasonably en 
hance the price of tobacco and to- | 
bacco products; j 
“Conspiring to unduly prevent or 
lessen competition in the manufac- 
ture, purchase, sale or supply of to- 
bacco products,” he said 
Mr. Wilson said the crown alleged 
that a continuing conspiracy was 
entered into by the accused in the 
summer of 1929 which was amended 
and added to at subsequent meet- 
ings. but which throughout the 
period of the charge had as its ob- 
ject the carrying out of certain 
things banned by the section of the 
criminal code under which the 
charge was laid. 


it was not contended that all 
Of the accused joined in or were 
Present when the original agree- 
ment was made, but «vidence 
would be introduced to show that 
at some time or times during the 
period covered by the charge all 
accused adopted and subscribed to 
the agreement as originally fram- 
ed or as amended from tinte to 
time. 

The witnesses to be called, con- 
tinued crown counsel, will, in the 
main, be secretaries of tobacco as- 
sociations, officers, employees and 
representatives of the accused com- 
panies and other alleged co-con- 
Spirators 

Outlining the circumstances lead- 
ing up to the first meeting from 
which evidence of this 
had been obtained, Mr, Wilton stat- 
ed that during the summer of 1929 
one of the accused companies, ad- 
vertised to retaiy customers a five 
per cent discount for cash from pre- 
vailing prices on tobacco products 
handled by them. At approximately 
the same time another connected 
manufacturer, agreed to allow a 
cash discount of three per cent on 
tobacco products to western cus- 
tomers, 


CALGARY MEETING 
This action by these two companies 


| led to a meeting of tobacco whole- 
| salers of western Canada in Calgary 


in July, 1929, to oppose these price 
reductions, The accused manufac- 


turers cut off supplies from the dis- 
tributor, and western wholesalers 
refused to handle products of the 
offending manufacturing company 
until such time as 
agreed to eliminate this discount

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Who Said Spring? 


Outside the Peace River area, the first 
of May finds few if any fields sown in Al- 
berta, The spring is late, later than it 
has been for several years. And, however 
favorable the weather, many days must 
elapse before the ground can dry and 
seeding become general. All hopes that 
crops would get away to any thing but a 
much belated start have been disappoint- 
ed. If the harvest is to be a good one the 
finest of summer growing weather and a 
late fall will be necessary. 

But there is no reason to assume the 
harvest will not be a good one. The record 
proves that. Excellent yields have been 
secured in years when seeding was late. 
Poor harvests have been gathered in years 
when the sowing was done early. There is 
no established relationship between the 
time of sowing and the returns from the 
threshing machines. If seeding this year 
must be late, the soil is saturated and ger- 
mination and growth should be rapid. And 
putting in the crop is not now the long- 
drawn task it was some years ago. Tract- 
ors and power machinery have multiplied 
man-power on the farm and shortened 
seed-time. ; 

Crop conditions are more important in 
the middle of July than at the beginning 
of May; and the Alberta soil can do won- 
ders in crop-making over a period of ten 
or even eight weeks. 


Suspicious Manoeuvres 


Russia, it is reported from London, 
wants to make a new trade agreement 
with Britain; on the basis that goods im- 
ported from Britain will not be re-shipped 
to Germany, but that Russia will be free 
to ship its own products to the Reich. But 
suppose goods were imported from Britain 
to replace Russian supplies shipped to 
Germany? ‘That was the dodge involved 
in the recent attempt to import Canadian 
wheat into Vladivostok, but it was blocked 
when the Dominion Government halted 
the shipment. Comrade Maisky is not 
likely to get what he wants. 

Italy, too, would like to do some more 
business with Britain, and I] Duce’s am- 
bassador at London has been sounding 
the prospects there. The former agree- 
ment was ended when British warships 


seized Italian vessels carrying coal from 


German ports. This perhaps explains the 
sudden ehange of tone of the Italian press 
from threatening to pleas for “reason” 
In particular, it appears, Italy would like 
some simplified procedure by which car- 
goes of copper and cotton could get past 
the British control station at Gibraltar 
“without the difficulties now encoun- 
tered”. 

This new yearning on the part of Rus- 
sia and Italy for a revival of trade with 
Britain will stand some examination. 
Josef and Benito are not to be trusted as 
far as they can be seen. If they can se!l 
supplies to Germany and replace these 
with supplies from abroad they will do it. 
Their eager bidding for imports as likely 
as not means that Axis-Comrade Adolf 
is running short of some things he needs. 


Price- Control 


The dispute between the Gove 
of British Columbia and nine 
panies having been taken to court, is not 
open to comment. But as the matter at 
issue is of interest in all other provinces 
it will be useful to keep the essential facts 
in mind. The Attorney-General! has laid 
information against the companies on the 
ground that they are operating hine 
“and intend to continue” to do so. The di- 
rect cause of the action is refusal by the 
companies to deliver gasoline to retai, fill- 
ing stations. They have done this as the 
result of an order issued by the provincial 
fuel board cutting the retail price 
cents per gallon. 

The question as to whether the board 
had authority to so order has been thresh 
ed out in the courts, resulting 
by the Supreme Court of Can

provinces, and the course of events will be 
watched with interest in all parts of the 
Dominion. It is in effect a ‘test case” as 
to the scope of provincial powers in this 
direction, and of the validity of the par- 
ticular method adovted by the British 
Columbia legislature. 


A Stalled Offensive 


—— 
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If the news from Norway has not been 
very cheering for Allied readers, neither 
has it given the enemy much cause for sa- | 
tisfaction. Berlin has in fact some cause 
for keen disappointment, The Blitzkrieg 
failed to “blitz’’. The extension of the war 
into that area was Germany's offensive, 
not that of the Allies. It has not succeed- 
ed, and ts in no prospect of succeeding. 
The Nazi expeditionary force steamed 
through the Kattegat on Monday, April 8. 
The treachery troops had been distributed 
all along the Norwegian coast in the week 
preceding. The adventure has thus been 
under way for a whole month. 


And at the end of the month the in- 
vaders hold Oslo, presumably still hold 
Stavanger and Bergen, have beleaguered 
garrisons at Trondheim and among the 
ruins of Narvik, and are trying to drive 
northward from Oslo to break the Allied 
line around Trondheim. The Fuehrer’s 
authority has been established over only 
so much of Norway as lies within the | 
range of Nazi guns. As for converting 
Stavenger, Bergen and Trondheim into | 
bases from which to bomb the British 
coasts, that dream has faded out. Pre- 
cisely what the invaders are now trying 
to do in Norway, other than extricate 
their insolated garrisons, and what they 
can reasonably hope to do, are questions 
Goering is probably asking himself—for 
it is a good guess that the Scandinavian 
escapade was not his brain-child. 


For this inconsequential ramp _ Ger- 
many has paid a high price in life and sup- 
plies, is still paying, and must go on pay- 
ing yet more heavily. To maintain even 
its present footholds there will be fright- 
fully expensive. To clear the country of 
the Allies is a hopeless task. And in the 
background looms the question of what is 
to become of the Nazi army in Norway if 
it cannot “get anywhere”

No Increased Demand 


When the Germans swooped down on de- 
fenceless Denmark they automatically cut off 
supplies of Danish bacon, butter and cheese to 
the British market. Immediately there were un- 
official speculations published that this would 
mean a bigger market for Canadian bacon, but- 
ter and cheese. This was officially denied at the 
time, and it was pointed out that Great Britain 
had not given any indication of requiring greater 
supplies of any of these commodities from 
Canada, 

Hon. J. G. Gardiner, federal minister of agri- 
culture, while in Regina this week, took occa- 
sion to re-emphasize that there is no need for 
Saskatchewan farmers to speed up their produc- 
tion of any single agricultural food commodity 
to meet any special needs of Great Britain aris- 
ing out of the Scandinavian situation. 

Mr. Gardiner pointed out that conditions 
indicated the British food ministry had shown 
great foresight in buying up every available 
pound of Danish bacon, cheese and butter to 
prevent the: foodstuffs from reaching Ger- 
many. Huge surpluses had thus been built up 
with the result that Britain did not need at 
present to increase her purchases from Canada 
to meet the deficiency from Denmark. Britain's 
buying in Denmark had a dual objective—safe- 

guarding food supplies and anne food away 
from German troops. 

Mr. Gardiner advised the farmers to carry 
on the production policies they had laid down 
before the war began. In other words, the Cana- 
dian authorities know of nothing warranting 
any immediate change in production plans.— 
Regina Leader-Post.

One hundred and sixty-five years ago today 
(May 1, 1775) the Quebec Act went into force. 
This is the Imperial Act of Parliament which 
guaranteed to the French people of Canada their 


special privileges as regards worship and justice. 
.-. It restored to the French residents the law 
of France, thus explaining why even today the 


judicial] procedure of the Quebec courts is based 
on the “coutume de Paris” (but it was provided 
that the British should prevai] in criminal 
cases); it provi for freedom of worship at 
a time when the Roman Catholic faith was pro- 
scribed in Great Britain itself and legalized the 
collection of tithes by the church. A legislative 
council was added to the executive council, but 
an assembly refused. The boundaries of 
Canada were extended north to the territories of 
the Hudson’s Bay Company, south to the borders 
of New England, New York, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio, and west to the Mississippi. 

This Quebec Act was in fact the price we 
had to pay for the existence of Canada, because 
there doubt that had conces- 
sions ne French they would 
have joined the revolting colonies to the south 
and there would have been no Canada at al). But 
the prescience of William Pitt and Guy Carleton 
prevented this. By securing the gratitude of the 
Roman Catholic chureh and lega] element 
the act forged a weapon which proved a sheet 
anchor to British connection. This was soon 
proven, for when Montgomery and Arnold in- 
vaded Quebec the following winter the French 
refused to aid them, for the simple reason that
